This has been the eause of much ill-
foeding, starvation and disease in sec-
tions and ecountries wherve potatoes are
plentiful and protein foods scarce and
costly, * Individual potatoes have been
found in thelr present state of cultiva-
tlon without special selection, to cons
tain from one and a half to four per
cent, of protein, caleulated to the fresh
substance, and seven to twelve per
cont, calenlated to the dry substance,
the remainder being all starch,

It Is thought that a variety of pota-
foes giving a fair yleld of tubers with
an average protein content as high as
the best flgures already found, would
be of incaleulable benefit to the cond
sumer aid of the lllinols station sces
no reason why this high protein con-
tont cannot be secured, inasmuch as
proteln has been Increased In corn, su-
gar beets, ete, The outcome of this ex.

Humane Feed Bag.

Any one who has ever seen n horse
glruggling to secure the contents of n
feed bag fastened to his head will at
onee recognize the necessity of some
improvement in the design of these
things purely from a humane stand-
point, The bag is fastened in such a
way that when the animal bas con-
sumed part of his meal the remalnder
reposes in the bottom of the bag at n
level just below that of his mouth and
out of the animal's reach, In his ef-
forts to get the food he tosses his head
wildly around, and in thus securibg o
few grains he scatters the greater part
of his meal lLopelessly around the
ground,

There has been recently introduced
for this purpose a nose bag in which
the level of the grain is maintained at
the same point constantly until the
supply 18 completely exhausted, The
general appearance of this improve
ment is shown in the accompanying
cut. The basket or maln receptacle is
of the ordinary circular form with a
flat bottom, but is much shallower
than usual for the purpose of giving
the anlmal greater breathing freedqm.
The supply tube is of canvas and com-
municates with the basket through the
riéek, which 18 of metal and contains
butterfly valve for the purpose of reg:
